U. S. Demands 
Saar Action 
Explanation 


BERLIN, Dec. 26—()—A 
French-American dispute over 
French initiative in the rich Saar- 
land widened Thursday, the Ameri- 
cans declaring the French already 
regarded the Saar as a unit apart 
from their German Occupation 
Zone and demanding again an ex- 
planation of recent actions there. 

Lt, Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Deputy 
U. S. Military Governor, asked the 
French about a report that the 
big Robert Bosch electrical parts 
plant was removed from southern 
Wuerttemberg into the Saar. 

This was the second time the 
Americans had asked about the 
plant. In a meeting of the Allied 
Control Authority’s Coordinating 
Committee, Maj. Gen. Robert Noi- 
ret, Clay’s opposite number, re- 
plied that the French did not feel 
obliged to report to the other oc- 
cupying powers on “removal of a 
factory from one place to another 
within our Zone.” 

The dispute developed publicly 
last weekend when the French 
sent 1,200 customs officers into the 
Saar to set up a customs frontier 
between the territory and the rest 
of Germany. 

German political parties here 
charged that this, in effect, was 
a change of frontiers and an “am- 
putation of the Saar from the Ger- 
man economy.” German leaders 
said it was a step by the French 
toward annexing a German terri- 
tory rich in natural resources, 

The dispute over reports, the 
French were stripping industries 
in other parts of their Zone for 
the benefit of the Saar first arose 
a month ago when the Americans 
asked the French about the Bosch 
plant which produces magnetos, 
dynamos and electrical equipment. 
When the French delayed in re- 
plying, the matter was brought up 
by the Americans again in the Co- 
ordinating Committee.

U. S. Retuses 
To Pay Off Reds 
In MP Clash 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—(4)— 
The State Department announced 
Thursday it has rejected Russian 
complaints that two Soviet citizens 
were attacked by American mili- 
tary police in Shanghai on Sept 23. 

The department blamed the two 
Russians for the fighting, which 
occurred after an automobile ac- 
cident. The Russians had asked 
compensation for injuries received 
in the clash. 


The incident first drew a com- 
plaint from local Soviet authori- 
ties in Shanghai on Dec. 19, the 
protest was taken té the State De- 
partment by the Pussian Embassy 
here. 


Coincident with the depart- 
ment’s statement, the department’s 
press officen, Lincoln White, ex- 
pressed the opinion that there was 
no ultimatum involved in a warn- 
ing by Soviet officials at Dairen, 
Manchuria, last week to American 
naval officers to get their ship out 
of port after its authorized 48- 
hour stay had expired. 


This appeared virtually to close 
the Dairen incident as far as the 
State Department is concerned. 
White said that the warning was 
given by a Soviet official in 
charge of,the dock rather than by 
Soviet military commanders and 
that it was, in his opinion, “not 
in any sense an ultimatum.” 

White previously had stated that 
the Russian officials were within 
their legal rights in requesting the 
ship to leave.

Some American families are re- 
ported to have furnished their 
homes by bartering cigarettes. 

Normally, cigarettes have repre 
sented about 60 percent of the 
trading material offered by Amer- 
icans in Berlin’s sanctioned barter 
market, and food and cosmetics 
only one percent. The volume’ 
there has run about 300 cartons 
daily. 

Military Government investiga- 
tors found that Germans often 
refused to take legal currency for 
services or in transactions, de- 
manding cigarettes instead. 

The President of Berlin police 
told investigators “some people 
find it more profitable to stand in 
line two or three days at a crowd- 
ed barter shop to obtain cigarettes 
than to work.” 

An embargo on importation of 
the smokes would be effected 
through a European Theatre direc- 
tive banning them from the Army 
mails. The report to Clay recom- 
mended that if this was done the 
weekly cigarette ration at Army 
Post exchanges, which supply 
American civilians as well as sol- 
diers, be increased to meet the 
needs of the “maximum smoker.” 
The present allowance is 200 cig- 
arettes per week per adult.

Kill 76 Persons 
Near Shanghai 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 26—(#)—Sev- 
enty-six persons were killed in 
three airplane crashes in the vicin- 
ity of Shanghai Wednesday. All 
crashes occurred in fog. 

The planes belonged to the Cen- 
tral Air Transport Corporation, a 
Chinese concern, 

The fatalities made Christmas 
the blackest day in China’s civilian 
flying history. 

Twelve planes from different 
provinces tried to reach Shanghai 
but in the heavy fog three crashed, 
eight were unable to land and 
turned back. One is missing and 
possibly met disaster. 

The missing plane is owned by 
the Chinese National Aviation Cor- 
— the country’s leading air 

ne. 

The Shanghai Press said the 
known toll is 76 killed, 10 missing 
and 18 seriously injured. 

In addition, one farmer was 
killed and four were wounded 
when one of the crashed planes 
hit a farm near Woosung. 

All persons killed in the three 
crashes were unofficially reported 
to be Chinese, but one paper list- 
ed one American among the in- 
jured and described him as a 
mechanic.

Crimes Trial for Shioiri, said 
Kirch’s feet were swollen from 
malnutrition and cold. He de- 
clared the orderly made him put 
on shoes “even though the pain 
was more than I could bear.” He 
charged the Japanese hammered 
him in the abdomen and knocked 
him down.

To Help Solve the Doctor 


Georgia has only half enough doctors. 

We are again reminded of this fact by 
Georgia’s Health, official publication of the 
State Department of Public Health. 

Georgia has approximately one doctor 
for every two thousand persons. We need 
at least twice as many. 

Still, many persons look with skepti- 
cism on proposals to double the State-pro- 
vided scholarship available to medical 
school students who will agree to practice 
at least four years in a designated Geor- 
gia community following graduation. 


These scholarships, one annually in each 


of the State’s 54 Senatorial districts, were 
provided by the Legislature in the amount 
of $1,000 each at the beginning of 1943. In 
the past four years there has been no sin- 
gle instance of anyone making application 
therefor and it does not seem reasonable 


strong tariff to protect the American sugar 
industry. 

Few Americans know that they could 
have sugar almost free of charge, certainly 
at three or four cents a pound, if it were 
not for a few beet-sugar producers in the 
West.

Thirty of the CIO international 
unions publish regular financial 
reports that are given wide public 
circulation. (They are available at 
many public libraries).

or send them directly to their 
locals throughout the country. 

There is no mystery about CIO 
finances and during my long as- 
sociation with the organization, I 
have never heard a member com- 
plain that he couldn’t find out how 
his union’s money was being 
spent. 

Here are some more facts about 
CIO unions that are not generally 
known: Two-thirds of our unions 
pay ‘op salaries of $6,000 a year or 
less. Only four of our unions pay 
their president $10,000 a year or 
more. Monthly dues of CIO mem- 
bers generally range from $1 to 
$2, with most members paying 
about $..50.

The Only Fun 
For Democrats--- 


In 1936, the brilliantly acidulous Henry 
Mencken, of Baltimore, observed that despite 
the high percentage of “boobery” in the Amer- 
ican people, the Republicans could win with a Chinaman. 

It now appears the Republicans could win with a Chinaman in 
1948. But the Republicans are unhappy almost 40 the point of tears. 
It is Thomas Dewey who chiefly brings them to a state of goose 
pimples and migraine. 

But Dr. Gallup, too, is a worry. His polls keep showing Dewey 
in front, as a first choice of the Republican rank and file, with, 
of all persons, Harold Stassen, second. 

The Republican Old Guard would rather run a Chinaman than 
either Dewey or Stassen. 

They are used to ignoring the rank and file. The rank and file 
had its way by nominating the late Wendell Willkie, and look 
what happened. 

So, the rank and file really isn’t worrying them, but that 
Dewey should be first, and Stassen second, is a cold and clammy 
fact that has to be handled. 

But all the hand-wringing, some of which Atlanta’s political re- 
porters were privileged to witness briefly during Sen. Robert Taft’s 
visit here last week, is evidence that they don’t know how to han- 


dle it. 

Ohi Sen. John Bricker, who is the perfect Republican type of 
0 Harding-Coolidge personalities, is the one they greatly 

desire. The fact that he lacks even the elephantine grace of Hard- 


ing or the silence of Coolidge, and persists in falling on his face, 
as they say, every time he tries public speaking, worries them only 
a little. He still is the man the hierarchy of the GOP wants for 
President. , 

Sen. Taft and Sen. Bricker always have worked along within 
the party framework in Ohio. But the Taft people now tell me 
that things have reached a point where Sen. Taft and Sen, Bricker 
no longer can sit down and work out an agreement as to which one 
will withdraw and which one won't. 

The Ohio Republicans frankly say that Robert Taft would make 
the better President, but he is not the faceless, ambiguous, fuzzily- 
out-of-focus type they like to run, and so they say Bricker would 


be much easier to elect. 
Arts The trouble is that Bricker, as was evidenced by the 

recent Gridiron dinner in Washington, isn’t adept even at 
the genial art of saying pleasant things and symbolically kissing 
the babies. 

Also, Bricker’s social views pain labor greatly. And the GOP 
hierarchy wants to be sure about 1948, recalling how wrong 
Mencken was in 1936. 

Taft’s social views make him a sort of Henry Wallace when 
compared with those of Bricker, and this, too, endears the latter 
to the GOP Old Guard, which surrenders now and then, but 
never dies. 

They are wistful about Bricker and they may decide to make 
the party and the nation swallow him. They figure that the 
Democrats can’t come up with a real candidate and that a Bricker, 
well sugared, will go down without regurgitation. 

Nevertheless, Robert Taft Was not born yesterday. He grew 
up in his father’s house and in that house there was a continual] 


class in political science. 

Anything He doesn’t think too warmly, they say, of Bricker, 
but he will take him if it will beat Dewey. Or he 

will go in there himself, if it will beat Dewey. When they think 

of Dewey, they all shiver like the wedding attendants following 

seven straight stag cocktail parties for the groom. 


And Gov. Dewey, efficient and sure, has demonstrated his 
defeat in 1944 did him no political harm. In fact, he demonstrated 
himself to be the best vote-getter the party possesses.

Labor and President Truman 


WASHINGTON—The signs are that the President will handle 
the labor issue in his message on the state of the Union with the 
same firm decision that marked his handling of John L. Lewis. In 
this case, however, a rather different group of people is likely to 
be pleased. For it now seems probable that the first point jn his 
discussion of labor will be a strong reassertion of the principle that 
the right to strike cannot be materially impaired. 


In recent months a good many excitable people, including most 
of the members of Congress, have forgotten that the right to strike 
is one of the basic American freedoms embedded in the Constitu- 
tion. With some courage, the President has decided that it is 
necessary to jog the national memory. 


Nor do present signs suggest that the rest of his labor program 
will arouse any cheers on the political right. Al] the innumerable 
suggestions for a solution of the labor problem have been codified 
and examined by members of the staff of Secretary of Labor Lewis 
B. Schwellenbach and the President’s legal counsel, Clark Clifford. 
When a final choice is made, the decision will be reviewed by the 
President with the whole Cabinet, and especially with -‘Secretary 
of the Interior Julius Krug and Secretary of Commerce Averell 
Harriman. From this process (which exemplifies the President's 
recent progress in learning to manage his administration as a 
team) many additional ideas may emerge. But at present the 
President’s chief positive proposal seems likely to be a simple plan 
for dealing with strikes causing national emergencies. 

This plan will be based on the secondary prin- 


Public First ciple that no special interest can be permitted to 
undermine the general welfare. Thus, if the plan is adopted, the 
President will ask for powers to declare an emergency in the event 
of strikes of such major character as to bring the national economy 
to a halt. (He believes that any strikes of lesser import must be 
allowed to run their natural course.) He will further propose severe 
penalties for unions or employers, if a strike or lockout is continued 
after the declaration of emergency. And he will suggest that, fol- 
lowing the declaration of emergency, the union and the employers 
will have the choice of naming their own board of arbitration or 
accepting a board named by the President: ~ 


It is also interesting to contrast what the President is reported 
to have in mind with the proposals of the Republicans. The Presi- 
dent’s plan actually does something about the strike,problem. The 
Republicans, on the other hand, while they exhibit immense moral 
indignation about the strike problem, have not put forward any 
major proposal for preventing or reducing the economic harmfulness 
of strikes. Their whole effort centers on the reduction of labor's 
political power. 


The honest men among them frankly admit that this is the case, 
For example, Sen. Robert A. Taft, whose worst enemies must ad- 
mit that he is agreeably free from humbug, freely acknowledges 
that he feels labor’s power vis-a-vis the employers was unjustly in- 
creased by the New Deal, and must now be weakened to produce 
a fair balance. To do this, he is energetically peddling a program 
based on the milder version of the Case Bill which he drafted last 
year. The main features accountability of unions for their con- 
tracts and provisions against sympathetic strikes and secondary boy- 
cotts. Inclusion of somethihg like the Truman plan is also possible. 


Finally, there is still a third and surprisingly large 
group who favor much more drastic legislation than Taft 
is willing to countenance. Taft wishes merely to weaken the power 
of the unions, not to break them. These other men, not sharing 
Taft's queer bleak honesty, cant about “freedom” and “principle” 
and “individual rights,”’ and really have in mind a little old-fash- 
ioned union busting. It is from this group that the demands come 
for prohibition of industry-wide collective bargaining, of the check- 
off, and of closed shop contracts, as well as many other extreme 
proposals. Curiously enough, while in Washington for the Gridiron, 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, is understood to have told 
some _Republican Senators that he approved of labor legislation 
along this general line. The fact is important, for Taft is definitely 
opposed, at least as of today, to the first two measures listed above, 
and is far from enthusiastic about an anti-closed shop bill. Thus 
Dewey apparently wants more extreme labor legislation than Taft, 


Meanwhile, in all this turmoil, much too little attention is given 
to the most vital single fact in the situation. A bitter, underground 
war is going on in the labor movement between the Communists 
and anti-Communists. Recently the anti-Communists have begun to 
score notable gains, as when candidates .backed by James B. Carey 
beat the pro-Communist incumbent leadership in the huge Pitts- 
burgh local of the CIO’s Electrical Workers. This trend can be 
stopped, and the final defeat of the Communists prevented, only by 
congressional indulgence in excesses on the labor question.

be cared for at a sort of community center, so mothers who love 
a little freedom to follow their own intellectual pursuits could 
have same. 

For those who came in late, it started with the article by a 
Mrs. Cyrus, which immediately drew a sharp rebuttal from Mrs. 
Jordan and Mrs. Patron, who, in turn, were taken to task by Mrs, 
Roy Lee. And now Mrs. P. and Mrs. J. are speaking again.. They 
speak well, as did Mrs. Lee, but if there aré any who entertain the 
opposing view, I call attention to the addresses at the bottom of 
the page. I love ready-made columns, particularly during the holi- 
days, but the boss is beginning to wonder if I still work here. 


+45 : Dear Mr. Martin: We think Mrs. Lee missed 
Clar ification entirely the fundamental principles of Mrs. 
Cyrus’ article to which we objected. 

If Mrs. Lee will reread our letter she will find that we 
pointed out the “necessity for the relaxation of recreation,” and this 
fact seemed so self-evident that we did not feel the need to elaborate 
further on it. We certainly did not mean to imply that a mother 
should be completely tied down to her home with no outside inter- 
ests; and we agree that the average intelligent woman is no less lov- 
ing a mother because she has interests apart from her absorption in 
her children. In fact, because she has the welfare of her family at 
heart she is bound to have outside interests—she should be inter- 
ested in all affairs that concern her way of life, religious, social 
and civic. 

We object to the ugly picture of home life which Mrs. Cyrus and 
Mrs. Lee give as an example of life in the average family with 
children. There are days in the life of a busy mother when every- 
thing seems to go wrong, but these days are the exception rather 
than the rule and should not be given as the over-all picture of 
modern home life. We still maintain, however, that if a mother’s 
attitude is right she will find her greatest source of pleasure within 
her family and not outside it. By her attitude being right we mean 
that she should not look on her tasks as drudgery, We dislike the 
word “drudgery” in connection with the work of the home, no mat- 
ter how disagreeable and hard that work is, for all work done in.a 
spirit of love for loved ones ceases to be drudgery and becomes 
creative—an act of love. 

Surely any work done for the well-being and happiness of one’s 
family cannot be classified as drudgery, for it carries its own re- 
ward, ample and satisfying. 


0 inions We differ with Mrs. Lee when she states “a mother’s 
normal business—the exercise of her God-given tal- 
ents or the pursuit of the hobbies that keep life from being com- 
pletely drab’—is outside the home. We think a mother’s normal 
business is caring for her family and that the exercise of her God- 
given talents will find their fullest expression in the carrying out 
of her duties. God has made woman primarily to be a wife and 
mother and any other talents He has given her, whether “reading, 
writing, painting or sports,” are secondary and should be treated 
so, if she has assumed the responsibilities of marriage. The build- 
ing of a stable home where peace, joy and love abide constitutes 
the supreme achievement in life. No other enterprise can compare 
with it in importance to the individual and to society. If, at the 
beginning of family life, when the children are young and require 
such close attention the talents for art and hobbies are forced to lie 
dormant, in the later years when the children are more independent 
and less demanding of time and energy, a mother will find that 
these talents, far from dying of malnutrition, will havé been enor- 
mously strengthened, deepened, and enriched! by the experiences of 
the years of celflebe labor and love. 


Our main objection to the community center idea is that we 
feel it could be a wedge driven into the unity of the family. We 
fear that eventually the children would be left there more and 
more until it would be taking over the duties of the mother—the 
building of character and instilling of ideas (probably foreign to her 
own ideals), for which she and she alone is responsible. At any 
rate, it would be a disruption of family life, perhaps a further de- 
caying which Mrs. Cyrus herself detects, and a society in which 
family life is decaying is itself inevitably a decaying society. 


: There are various ways in which a mother may 
Suggestions be freed for a time from her tasks to go outside 
the home for the recreation which is necessary and desirable, even 
though secondary in importance. There are usually relatives who 
are willing to look after the children occasionally. There are moth- 
ers of our acquaintance who take turns caring for each other’s chil- 
dren in order that each mother may have a free morning or after- 
noon. Then there are “sitters.” : 


There is a lot of happiness and relaxation to be found within 
the home itself in the congenial company of intimate friends in 
the evening after the children are in bed. And speaking of pleasure 
within the home, during the later years when the children are older 
the home should be opened to them and their friends—amusements 
and refreshments provided so the young people would be glad to 
gather there and find good, wholesome fun. The home should be 
made such a place of warmth and welcome that there would be 
little attraction toward the jukebox joints, the public dance halls, 
cr the streets.

Dangerous 
Organizations 


NEW YORK—I think we may 
profitably inquire whether some 


organizations with high-sounding | 


names and professing fine pur- 
poses, such as death to Fascism 
and the abolition of racial conflict, 
have become dangerous elements. 

In recent years, Congress has de- 
voted more and more time and 
energy to “investigations.” These 
inquiries usually aré fed by pro- 
fessional investigators who are 
hired by the committees on an 


~assumption that they know their 


subjects. Not always, however, do 
the committees take intelligent 
precautions ¢o see that the investi- 
gators are honest or decent. 

Also, it has been found that in- 
dividuals claiming. to have made 
investigations for Congress, some 
of them liars on that point, have 
made a hand-to-mouth and shady 
trade of working as “operatives” 
for private organizations. Such or- 
ganizations invariably profess the 
highest principles, but in such 
general terms that they may ac- 
tually hound respectable, law- 
abiding, native Americans with 
— charges that they are Fas- 
cists. 


OTHER ORGANIZATIONS — 
and this kind are called Fascist 
groups by the first set—follow the 
pattern of the late Ku Klux Klan. 
I have seen no evidence that they 
practice boring from within; that 
is, planting their members in the 
ranks of the opposition. On the 
other hand, they have been stupid 
in their own “sereening” of appli- 


'cants and there is much literature 


from. professional sneaks who pic- 
ture themselves as very brave per- 
sons for joining such “Fascist” 
groups, How brave they are.we 
have no idea, because there is no 
record of the killing or serious in- 
jury of any such secret agents. 
The risks seem to exist only in 
their own fears and not to exceed 
such unpleasant but hardly terri- 
fying experiences as the conven- 
tional American punch in the 
snoot or kick in the pants. 

The two groups of organizations 
are hostile bodies, but which rep- 
resents the initial peril to the pub- 
lic and which a reaction to that 
initiative is a question. 


AS LONG AS Hitler ruled Ger- 
many and particularly in the late 
prewar and early war years, there 


was a reasonable excuse for the, 


existence of groups here which op- 
posed Hitler’s penetration of our 
country through such outfits as 
the Bund. These German gangs 
checked on the remarks of Ameri- 
cans and immigrant refugees and 
reported them to Berlin whence 
reprisals were taken against their 
relatives in Germany. This was 
coercion of Americans of German 
birth or descent and an infringe- 
ment by an agency of a foreign 
power of American constitutional 
freedom of speech and conscience. 
They also penetrated our National 
Guard to a minor but impudent 
extent #hd in other ways abused 
our hospitality. Their weakness 
was shown, however, by the fact 
that no great explosion by sabo- 
tage is known to have occurred 
here and no case was made public 
of the loss of an American troop- 
ship by reason of their espionage. 

The “anti-Fascist” groups began 
as forces of opinion but some soon 
became counter-espionage systems. 
One outfit actually claimed to 
have helped the American Gov- 
ernment to save the situation aft- 
er Pearl Harbor because it had 
been in the business of counter- 
espionage for several years while 
the Government napped. 

At any rate, no intelligent Amer- 
ican can concede any private, se- 
cret organization with secret “op- 
eratives” using many false names, 
and even numbers instead of 
names, and some of them aliens, a 
right to operate as a secret police 
and espionage force. That is a 
Government function and the ex- 
clusive right of government.

CRANBERRY LAYER 

1 1-pound can jellied cranberry 
sauce 

1-2 cup water 

1 envelope plain gelatin 

2 tablespoons cold water 


TURKEY LAYER 

2 teaspoons plain gelatin 

1-2 cup cold water 

2 cups cold diced turkey 

1-2 cup diced celery 

1-4 cup finely diced green pep- 
per 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

Crush cranberry sauce with a 
fork; add water and heat thor- 
oughly. Soak gelatin in cold wa- 
ter 5 minutes and add to hot 
cranberry sauce. Pour into large 
mold which has been rinsed with 
cold water. Chill until firm. To 
prepare turkey layer, soak gela- 
tin in cold water 5 minutes and 
dissolve over boiling water. Add 
turkey, celery, green pepper and 
salt.

RAW EGG 

Sons, 3 and 6, have raw egg, 
whipped with malted milk, choco- 
late syrup and hot milk every 
morning. They love it, but I have 
been told raw egg is hard to di- 
gest.

Answer—lIt is as easy to digest 
as cooked egg, although raw egg 
white is not-so completely as- 
similated as cooked. The more 
egg and milk, and the less sugar, 
chocolate and other pap, the bet- 
ter. 

NEGATIVE 

Is a negative tuberculin test a 
sure sign that there is no tubercu- 
lar infection anywhere in the 
body? (W. L. R.) 

Answer—A negative test is not 
a sign of anything. It is compar- 
able with nc news—which is bet- 
ter than bad news. Tuberculin 
test ‘s for tuberculosis only; other 
tubercular infections, such as 
syphilis, do not respond to a tu- 
berculin test. The word “tuber- 
cular,” although often misused, 
pertains to tubercle, and tubercles 
are lumps or swellings or nodules 
whith may occur in syphilis, lep- 
rosy, tuberculosis, etc. The word 
pertaining to tuberculosis is tu- 
berculous, not tubercular.

I guess people always are in a 
hurry this time of year. They must 
be. I’ve received plenty of letters 
lately asking about collecting mon- 
ey under an amendment to the So- 
cial Security Act. They want to 
know aBOut collecting this money 
because I~ wrote two columns 
about it. I tried to explain in those 
columns that only dependents of 
veterans who died after discharge 
are eligible to apply for the money, 
And yet every one of the letters 
I’ve gotten was from a person 
whose son or husband had been 
killed in action. I tried to explain 
that if the serviceman had been 
killed in action his dependents 
could collect nothing under the 
amendment. 

These letters came in to “Vet 
erans Guide,” and it’s discouraging 
to have to write back the unwel- 
come news, “sorry, you’re not eligi- 
ble.” It’s discouraging to me and 
it must be discouraging to the peo- 
ple who wrote in. 

It’s this Christmas season, Peo- 
ple are just in too much of a hurry 
to read more than the first three 
lines of a newspaper story. 

Question from L, M., Scranton: 
“Tf I take a correspondence course 
under the GI Bill will it affect 
my eligibility to future GI Bill 
schooling?” 2 

Only in that you won’t have as 
much time available for GI Bill 
schooling. Every day you take a 
correspondence course you lose 
one-fourth of a day of your total 
period of eligibility for GI Bill 
schooling. If the correspondence 
course you -take lasts two years, 
say, you’d use up six months of 
your period of eligibility. 

Query from H. M., Ganett, Ind.: 
“I’m taking job-training under 
Public Law 16 (the Vocational Re- 
habilitation Act for disabled vets). 
Am I limited to a total of 175 
bucks a month, including both 
wages and subsistence allowance?” 

No. That only applies to vet- 
erans training under the GI Bill. 
The only limitation in your case 
ig that your subsistence allowance 
plus your wages cannot exceed 
the pay of a fully trained worker. 
But your pension can’t be touched. 

Query from F, P., Lawrence, 
Mass.: “My baggage was lost

Ten years after the end of the 
war, or -after your discharge, 
whichever is later. The war is’ not 
yet officially over. 

Question from T. R., New Or- 
leans: “Do you think Congress will 
extend that date, Feb. 1, 1947, 
after which all us veterans who 
have let our insurance lapse will 
have to take a physical exam in 
order to reinstate?” 

Don’t know, of course, but I 
think there’s a fairly good chance 
Congress will extend that date. 
I’m sure the VA will press for its 
extension, But why wait? ‘Why 
not reinstate now?

sen. Morse Calls 
ForStrengthening 
Of Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—(7)— 
Sen. ‘Morse, Republican, Oregon, 
called Thursday for support and 
strengthening of the Administra- 
tion’s foreign policy as a means 
of keeping peace and avoiding an- 
other war. 

Just back from a six weeks’ 
tour of Europe and the Middle 
East, he also asserted in a state- 
ment that Americans at home had 
“let down” U.S. Military Govern- 
ment and State Department offi- 
cials.abroad. American prestige 
among Allied, liberated and con- 
quered countries has suffered as a 
result, he said. 

“Every American here at home 
should feel somewhat ashamed of 
the lack of adequate support 
which we have given these. repre- 
sentatives of ours abroad since 


;-|V-E and V-J Day,” he added. 


If the next 20 years are to be 
something else beside an armi- 
stice, Morse said, the United States 
must make clear that “we are in 
Europe to stay for whatever pe- 
riod of years future events dem- 
onstrate that it igs necessary for 
us to stay.” 

“That means also,” he _ con- 
tinued, “that we must give ade- 
quate support to our officials 
abroad so that the prestige and in- 
fluence of America will be respect- 
ed and followed at all Interna- 
tional Council tables.” 

Morse said he did not claim to 
qualify as an authority after his 
trip but that he had done his best 
to make an intensive, objective 
study of political and economic 
conditions. 

“As a result of my observations 
I am convinced that the Truman- 
Byrnes-Vandenberg-Connally for- 
eign policy not only must be sup- 
ported but must be strengthened 
if we are to win the peace and 
avoid another war,” he said. 

“Tf all Americans could see the 
struggle for existence which is go- 


‘ing on in the countries I visited 
‘they would see the danger to our 


national security which is inher- 
ent in the wishful thinking which 
since the war has come to char- 
acterize the attitudes of too many 
Americans toward our Internation- 
al problems.”

Army UM-Teens’ 
To Be Disciplined 
By Own Court 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—()—~— 
The Army, seeking a substitute for 
court-martial to enforce discipline 
in its proposed universal military 
training (UMT) program, will ex- 
periment with a trainee court and 
“code of conduct.” 

The test will be conducted in 
a unit of 18 and 19-year-old regu- 
lar Army recruits who will be- 
gin UMT-type training at Fort 
Knox, Ky., next month. About 

00 men are in the unit set up to 
find out how UMT should operate 
if Congress approves the program. 


Gen. Jacob L. Deavers, Army 
Ground Force Commander, an- 
nounced the disciplinary experi- 
ment in a statement. Thursday. 
A demerit system with extra duty 
for infraction of regulations will 
be the base of the experiment 
system. Because UMT trainees 
would be civilians and not mem- 
forces they 
could neither bye tried by court- 
martial nor sentenced to military 
prisons. 

Each demerit over 10 in one 
month will call for an hour of ex- 
tra fatigue duty. A trainee court 
composed of seven men from his

An officer will serve 
as adviser on military law but will 
have no vote in the court’s deci- 
sion.
